If ihe present government at Washington fails to 
briug about serious complications between the im-

tinent, Peddling politicians, seckers after notoriety 
aud professors of brag and duplicity appear to have 
monopolized all the places of importance and are 
now intent upon forcing is:ues with a country 
whose people are r.pidly learning to despise, not fear 
them. The recent shame!ul act of piracy committed 
upon a Canadian vessel in Beiring sea, is absolutely 
unjustifiable and has only one redeeming feature, 
namely, that it will bring the whole question under 
consideration, and the Washington authorities will 
be obliged toapologize, as well as to recoup the 
owners of the vesselsthey interferred with. If this 
isnot done, what is left of Yankee naval effects 
will probably disappear trom more seas than Beh- 
rings.’’ 

. The Matter in Commons. 

Lonpon, August 2.—In the. house of com- 
mons this afternoon Sir James Ferguson, par- 
liamentary secretary to the foreign oflice, said 
that* no authentic information had as yet 
reached the governmeut regarding the seizure 
ofthe British vessels in Behring sea by the 
United States government.

An Immense Undertaking. 
ALEXANDRIA, Va., August 2.—A ineeting of 
the directors and stockholders of the Niagaria 
Hydraulic Electric company, was held here 
today for the purpose of receiving reports in 
regard to the plans for the utilization of the 
water power at Niagara Falls. It is stated 
that the company has secured from Ontario 
government the rightto use the water at 
Horse Shoe Falls on the Canadian side and 
that they intend tosecure their power by tun- 
neling through the rocks to the 
river, thereby obviating danger from ice 


beauty of the scenery. The company proposes 
with the power secured to furnish light, power 
and heat to various poiuts within a radius of 
forty miles. It also intends to build electric rail- 
ways to Buffalo, Lockport, Clifton.

The passenger tiain leaving 
here at 5:05, was delayed three hours by a wash out 
at Newton, When they were about to enter New 
Britain yard, a freight coming west collided with 
the passenger train. The two locomotives were com- 
pletely wrecked and the bugzage and express cars 
of the passenger train mounted clean over the two 
engines. Nove of the passengers were seriously 
hurt.

| STOLE THE PACKAGE. 


4 YOUNG MAN GRABS SEVENTEEN 
THOUSAND DULLAKS 


AND HAS A ROYAL TIME FORA WHILE 


But Is Finally Cornered and Makes Confes-— a 


sion of the Theft—A Bold Diamond Rob- 
bery in Kansas City—Other Crimes. 


WHEELING, W. Va., August 2,—There was & 
big'sensation in the city this morning when it 
became known that Harry Seybold, a very 
popular young man, individual book keeper 
of the bank of Wheeling, had been arrested at 
hishome on South Side about midnight 
last night for embezzling $27,000 from 
the bank. On the 10th of April, a package con- 
taining $27,000 was deposited in the bank by a 
prominent business man, and was placed in the 
vault to be counted after business hours. 

After the bank had ciosed, Mr. List, who 
had deposited the package, went to get it and 
found it missing. The absence of the package 
was kept quiet for a time, being as it appeared 
evident that some employe had taken it. Har- 
ry Seybold wasfound to be spending money 
very freely, and as his acconnt at the bank- 
had not been touched, and hissalary had not 
been drawn for months, 

SUSPICION AT ONCE RESTED ON HIM. 

The bank officers called Captain B. B. Dove- 
ner into the case. Seybold had reported to his 
friends that he had lately drawn $15,000 in the 
Louisiana lottery, Captains Dovener left for 
New Orleans and found this to be untrue. It 
was determined to arrest Seybold on suspicion 
and at midnight last night the sheriff arrested 
him at his home. He was taken before Justice 
Arkle and charged with the theft. At first 
Seybold denied the charge but after close ex- 
amination by Dovener 

HE FINALLY CONFESSED 

to having taken the money. The money was 
kept at hishome for a month, when about 
$20,000 was deposited in different banks in this 
city. The balance was invested in stock 
companies. Seybold turned over the 
certificates of deposit and real and 

ersonal property to ‘the amount of 
$32,000, which will entirely cover the loss. 
He was committed to jail without bail, and 
will be held for trial tomorrow morning. 

Seybold had a part of the funds deposited 
under the name of Seybold & Hennig, which 
led the bank’s officials to think that George 
Hennig, another prominent young man ofthis 
city, and an intimate friend of Seybold’s, was 
indirectly connected with thetheft. He was 
promptly arrested and brought before Justice 
Arkle, when it was learned that Sey- 
bold had merely used Hennig’s name without 
authority. Hennig is no way connected with 
the bank of Wheeling. 

THE TEMPTATION TOO STRONG. 

Seybold’s father, a prominent citizen of many 
years standing, is cashier of the bank, and only 
learned of his son’s guilt this morning, and 
then fram his son’s wife, who, crazed with 
grief, went to her father in-law’s home. about 
5a. m., and told him of the arrest and confes- 
sion. Harry Seybold has been in the employ 
of the bank for the past seven years, and his 
books have always been found correct at each 
examination. He gave asareason for taking 
the package that the temptation was too 
strong. 

RELEASED ON BAIL. 

Harry Seybold was released on bail this 
afternoon, his father going his security. It is 
absolutely certain that Hennig is entirely in- 
nocent of any criminal connection with the 
theft and was not an employe of the bank, he 
haviig been persuaded by Seybold to believe 
that the money..had been y drat from the. 
Louisiana lottery. Henhig is a brother of” 
Frank Hennig, the well-known actor. The 
total amountof Seybold’s stealings was $33,700 


A CHAPTER OF HOKRORS. 


Drownings, Findings of Dead Bodies in the 
Woods, Etc. 

CotumsiA, 8S. C., August 2.—[Special./— 
Several deaths from extraordinary causes are 
reported in different sections of this state. 

In Edgefield county acolored boy named 
on an errand to Trenton, a 
neighboring village. Having to pass a pond, 
he there saw some other boys bathing. He 
concluded to goin, and carelessly waded about 
the pond tili he suddenly got beyond his 
depth, and sank before help contd reach him. 
His dead body was readily recovered. 

A MYSTERIOUS KILLING. 

While a party of gentlemen were hunting 
foxes near Montmorenci, in Aiken county, 
they discovered the dead body of a negro, 
about.a mile from the line of railroad. Upon 
examination of the body, it was found that a 
bullet from a pistol or gun had entered the 
body of the deceased on his side, a little below 
the left nipple, anda little to the back, and 
ranging upwards itcame out at his neck. The 
appearance of the wound was that it had been 
inflicted several weeks before—five or six. 
His shirt was bloody and caked with matted 
blood. On the Saturday previous to the 
day of finding, he passed some negroes work- 
ing on the railroad several miles below Mont- 
morenci, and told them he was_ sick 
and asked for water. lLeaviug them, he 
turned into the Davis bridge road, and did pot 
go far before he lay down under a huge pine 
tree, where he was found dead. The ground 
for several yards around bore evidence of his 
having rolled around considerably, it is sup- 
posed while he was suffering from delirium 
brought on by intense fever. From the posi- 
tion of the body as it lay onthe ground, he 
must have been crawling when he sank down 
in death. The name of the negro is unknown. 
The impression isthat the negro was shot 
while in the. act of stealing, and in trying to 
escape went out of reach of help. 

A WHITE MAN DROWNED. 

James Slogle,a white man, .was drowned 
yesterday in Sugar creek, in Yeak county, 
where he had been fishing with hook and line. 
His body was fiscovered by aparty of gentle- 
men who wereseining. The sein caught on 
some obstruction and on drawing vit out the 
party were horrified to see the dead body 
hitched to it. The supposition is that Slogle 
had a convulsion and fell in the creek. e 
was subject to fits. Some monthsago he at- 
tempted to cut his own shroat, inflicting an 
ugly wound, of which, however, he was -read- 
ily cured. 

FOUND DEAD IN THE WOODS. 

The dead body of Jackson Hicklin, a 
negro boy about 13 years old, was discovered 
in the woods about two hundred yards from 
the residence of Mrs. Jane Hefley in York 
county. Hehad gone about 8 o’clock with an 
ax to cut some wood, and about 10 o’clock 
his dead body, not yet cold, was discovered by 
a white boy who happened to pass the spot 
where it lay. The ax lay near the dead body, 
the handle resting on the breast. There was a 
hole in the head made by 4 pistol bullet. A 
deep mystery surrounds the killing of this 
boy. He was quiet, industrious and was not 
known tohaveanenemy. The tracks of two 
bare-footed persons, apparently boys, 
were discovered leading out of a 
corn patch about a hundred yard from 
where the -body was found. But they 
were lost after entering a path which passed 
within about forty yards of the body. There 
were no evidences ofa struggle, and the ap- 

arance of the ground showed that the boy 

ad taken one step only after being shot. A 
gentleman who was at work about three- 
quarters of a mile distant heard the report of 
& gun or pistol, but thought nothing specially 
of it, asit was notan uncommon occurrence 
in the neighborhood. The boy may have been 
killed accidentally by some hunter, but no one 
in the commanit ts known to have been on 
such a mission that morning or to have hada 
gun or pistol in their possession.

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TRADE TOPICS. 


The Prospect of Good Crops Having an 
Effect. 

New York, August 2.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
review of trade for the week says: 

The country begins to feel the stimulus of good 
crops. New spring wheat began to arrive at Chi- 
cago on the first, ten days earlier than last year. 
The St. Louis corn -corner has no effect and an 
abundant yield is expected aud Lusiness inall de~ 
partments. is gaining. The Northwestern Miller 
estimates the wheat yield at 500,000,000 bushels of 
excellent quality and the mills at Minneapolis are 
active with water plenty. St Paul naturally reports 
an improvement in trade and Milwaukee also in all 
branches. At Omaha the assurance of crops above 
the average makes business excellent. In the win- 
ter wheat regions, the improvement censequent 
upon agood yield has now been steady for some 
_— though at Kansas City business is still rather 
quiet. 

IN THE IRON REGIONS 
a distinct increase in demand is felt and here orders 
for one hundred new locomotives have been placed 
during the week. The ceriainty of large traffic also 
has its effect upon railroad negotiaticns, which have 
made progress toward peace. 

The fact that under such favoring circumstances 
the stock market has gained during the week only 
forty cents od $100 in the average of prices, may be 
attributed to monetary uncertainties and to the 
great volume of securities awaiting buyers. For the 
111 success of the interstate agreeement and the rela- 
tion in western states have inclined many holders 
to sell, while projects for 50,000 miles of new railroad 
and for a vast number of industrial trusts have 
caused an unusual body of new stocks and bonds to 
be offered, of which bas a small part has yet been 
placed. . 

MONEY MARKETS

the general surprise, demands from the interior are 
not felt hereto any extent as yet, and treasury 
operations have only added $100,000 to cash on hand 
for the week.

LARGE FIRE IN ROME. 


4 BUSINESS BLOCK BADLY DAMAGED 
BY THE FLAMES. 


HEROIC WORK OF THE FIREMEN 


The Flames Start in Barker & Co.'s Stable, 
and Rapidly Spread, But Are Under 
» Control—Losses and Insurance. 


} e 

Rome, Ga., August 3.—3 a. ‘m.—[Special.]— 
Fire broke ont about 2 o’clock this morning in 
the livery stable of Barker & Co., and spread 
rapidly, in spite of the efforts of the fire de 
partment, until the entire block on Broad 
Street, from Fourth avenue to Third, appeared 
to be endangered. The magnificent water 
system of the city, however, aided the well- 
directed efforts of the firemen in quelling the 
flames, which were under control, after con- 
suming the entire. stable and the contents of 
the two buildings adjoining on each side, 
which were almost totally destroved. 

- THE LOSING PARTIES 
were: Lowenthal & Bro., clothing: J. Brown, 
clothing; A. W. Hart, shoe manufacturer, 
and Satterfield & Rawlins, dry goods. The 
latter succeeded in removing their entire 
stock, with apparently but slight damage. 

The magnificent Masonic temple, which 
adjoins the stables, was damaged but 
slightly, owing to the protection of a solid fire 
wall and the well-directed and tireless energy 
of the fire department. The building is one 
of the finest in the city. 

FOURTEEN HORSES PERISH. 

Out of the horses in Barker’s stables, num- 
bering sixteen, but two were saved, the re- 
mainder being consumed before the eyes of the 
spectators, who were utterly powerless to aid 
in their escape, asthe interior of the stable 
was a solid sheet of flame. 

The property destroyed, asfar as can be 
learned, is well covered by insurance. 

At this hour, 3 a. m., the fire is entirely 
under control. It appears from present indi- 
cations to have been the work of an incendiary. 

Large Fire in Ripley, Ohio. 

CINCINNATI, August 2.—A Times-Star special 
from Ripley,.Ohio, says that at two o’clock 
this morning a fire broke out which entirely 
destroyed every manufactory in the city. It 
started in the furnace room of the Ripley Mill 
and Lumber company, and swept everything 
from Locust to Sycamore street, entirely de- 
stroying the mill and lumber company’s nig € 
erty, the Phoenix foundry, owned by John P. 
Parker, Rady’s piano manufactory, the entire 
inside of the Ohio Valley Piano company and 
all but six dwellings on the square. The loss 
is estimated at $20,000. Three hundred men 
are thrown out of employment. The amount 
of insurance is unknown. 

A Blaze in Waverly, Illinois.

IT CAUSES AGONIZING PAIN. 


Walter Linnell Tella How It Feels to Ba 
Shocked by Electricity. 


From the New York Globe-Democrat. 

New You, July 25.— Walter F. Linnell, the 
athletic young ary goods salesman who, on 
July 2, was knocked down and apparently 
killed by a falling electric light wire belonging 
to the United States Illuminating company, is 
at present a badly scarred and maimed patient 
in St. Vincent's hospital. He would probably 
prove a thorn in the side of the expert electri- 
cians who maintain that contact with wires car- 
rying an alternating current of 1000 volts pow- 
er is equivalent to instantaneous and painless 
death. 

It will be remembered that after Linnell 
grasped the wire and was thrown to the ground 
an Italian fruit vendor named Orlando de 
Ferado severed the wire with an ax, miracn- 
lously escaping personal injury, andthe pro—- 
sumably dead man, who lay motionless on the 

avement, revived after a bucket of water had 

een thrown over him,and recovered suflicient- « 
ly to walk up stairs after he had been taken in 
an ambulance to St. Vincent’s hospital. 

Linnell’s left hand was badly burned and 
mutilated, and on Tuesday last the doctors, 
having retinquished hope of saving it, this 
hand was amputated. The patient stood the 
operation well, and yesterday he seemed sur~ 
poets cheerfal and looked in quite fair 

1ealth considering the injuries he had sus- 
tained. Mr. Linne!! is anxious to testify in the 
Kemmler case, for his experiénce has impress— 
ed him with the idea that an ‘“‘electrocuted”’ 
murderer may not only suffer untold agonies 
without giving a sign of his suffering, but may 


even be buried alive. n * 


‘‘Abont 8 o’clock in the evening of July 2,’* 
he said, ‘‘I was seated in a restaurant at No. 
127 Eighth street when I noticed a flash of 
very brilliant light over the door-way. I put 
on my hat and went out toinvestigate. There 
are a few steps down to the sidewalk, and as I 
was descending them something struck the 
brim of my hat. I learned afterward that i€ 
was the broken end of an electric light wire. 
Instantly I felt as if my head was being driv— 
en down through my shoulders. The sensation 
was auonizing in the extreme. Then [| became 
conscious that I was lying on the pavement 
with the wire between the finger and thumb of 
my left hand, My father, who was in 
aurant, and who rushed out when he saw me 
knocked down, tells me that the wire slipped 
off my hat into my hands, but I did not feel 
any pain from my hands, and was not aware 
that they were slowly burning away. There 
was all over my body a succession of shocks 
that seemed to be tearing me to’pieces. My 
arms and shoulders seemed especially affected 
by it, and blue streaks kept flashing before my 
eyes, resembling an electric lighnt when it 
flickers and dics out for a moment. I am natu- 
rally strong and healthy; there is nothing the 
matter with my heart, and I have plenty of 
will-power, but I felt that I could not stand 
the strain a minute longer. My muscles and 
nerves were alljf drawn up to the highest 
tension. I exerted all my will-power in trying 
to rcsist and endure the agony, and then 
suddenly it seemed to fade away, and ev®ry- 
thing was dark and quiet. Before that, how- 
ever, I had heard all that was going on around 
me. Lheard my father’s exclamations; he 
was struggling like acrazy man to get at me, 
but was held back, for I heard a man say: 
‘It’s no use going near him; he is dead, and 
it’s sure death to touch him.’ I heard otheia 
make similar remarks. Thatjincreased my 
agony, if anything could, for I seemed 
lealize that eople thought me 


me. The agony was twointense to think about 
anything else, though I believe a thought as 
to what it would be liketo be dead did not 
cross my mind. I gaveup hope of life, and 
when the relief came, caused really by the 
Italian’s ax, I thought that must be death. 
en.i felt copsciousness.for a moment, but 

ned it when they threw water over me, 
and managed to raise myself on my elbow. 
Strangely enough, I did not suffer much from 
my burned hands or arms for three or four 
days, but then the electricity seemed to be 
coming out. My limbs all twitched, and [I 
felt as if 1 had been poundered all over withja 
club.”’ 

Mr. Linnell’s left hand was horribly burned, 
Only the bones and some charred tiesh were 
left of the thumb and forefinger, while the 
back of the hands was split open to the bone. 
Two fingers of his right hand wrre burned to 
the bone and the flesh on the back was split, 
while there are burned streaks and patches all 
up hisarm, although his clothing was not 
even singed. his father, who at first at- 
tempted to remove the wires with an umbrella, 
was hurled back a dozen feet by the powerful 
current. 

It was raining that evening, and the wet 
pavement and the prostrate man’s dainp cloth 
ing proved an excellent conductor, which 
makes his escape from death all the more 
wonderful. The strength of the current over 
the broken wire was from 1,300 to 1,500 volts, 
according to the statement of the United States 
liluminating company. Mr. Linnell, Sr., se- 
cured a piece of the wire after it had been 
severed and found the cotton insulatton rotted 
and worn so that it was practically a naked 
wire.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. Aceording to Powell ys. 
Watts, 72 Georgia, 770, in a statutory claim 
case the claimant is a competent witness in his 
own behalf to prove transactions between 
himself and the defendant in fi. fa.,though the 
latter be dead. 

Declarations and tax returns made by the 
vendee when out of possession, and not in the 
resence of the vendor, are inadmissible at the 
instance of the vendee’s creditor, as evidence 
to subject the land to the payment of his debt. 

3. Land held by absolute deed as security for 
a Cebt still unpaid, is subject to levy und sale 
as the property of the vendee, under a judg- 
ment against him, no matter whether the 
judgment creditor gave credit on the faith of 
the property so held or not. The purchaser at 
sheriff’s sale would acquire the right to receive 
the money due on the secured debt, as in the 
ordinary case of purchase money where bond 
for tities is outstanding. Redemption of the 
land would be accomplished by paying to him 
what would otherwise be payable to the origi- 
nal vendee. If the deed was made to defraud 
the vendor’s creditors as weH as to secure a 
debt, the land to the extent of its whole value 
would be subject to judgments against the 
vendce, as against a statutory claim interposed 
by the vendor himself. 

4. An absolute deed of eonveyanee con- 
taining 2 warranty of title, and purporting to 
be made on a valuable consideration, -~is valid 
and binding between the parties, though made 
for the purpose of defrauding creditors. The 
parties being in pari delicto, ‘and the convey- 
ance being gn executed contract, the vendor 
cannot iinpéach it as a munimentof title in 
the vendee, whether possession of the Jand has 
been delivered under it or not, nor whether 
the vendee really paid the recited purchase 
money ornot. The vendor is estopped. But 
an executory contract by the vendee, such asa 
bond for titles to reconvey to the ve ndor, may, 
when sought to be enforced, be impeached by 
the vendes, or even by his creditors, if shown 
to be directly connected with the fraudulent 
scheme in which the deed originated. - For the 
purpose of resisting tlie enforcement of an ex- 
ecutory part of the fraudulent scheme, the 
whole scheme is open to inquiry. 

5. Delivery of a deed is sutticiently proved 
by being recorded, and by the maker of it be- 
ing in possession of a written contract signed 
by the vendee stipulating for a reconveyance 
of the premises to the vendor.

Judging from the discourses given thu far 
the belief of this people embodies some of the 
distinctive feattires of all the evangelistic de- 
nominations. In the matter of conversion and 
the operation of the holy spirit, they agree 
with the Methodist doctrine but they hold to 
immersion in harmony with tbe Baptists. That 
which prominently distinguishes them from 
nearly al] denominations, is the observance of 
Saturday, the seventh day of the week, as the 
Sabbath instead of Sunday, the first day of 
the week, in which they follow the literal ren- 
dering of the fourth commandment of the 
decalogue which says ‘‘the seventh day is the 
Sabbath.’’ Their form of church government 
is democratic, each church electing its own 
officers, and having control of its own affairs. 

Among the discourses of interest already 
presented, was one in which the United States 
government was shown in prophecy, and the 
speaker located this government by thesymbol 
of the beast with two horns in the thirteenth 
chapter of Revelation. All the financial and 
industrial advantages of the nation were fully 
shown, and then the reverend gentleman said 
that the part this government would soon act 
in religious matters was sure to prove a source 
of anxiety to those who would be faitliful to 
tLe commandments of God. He went onto 
show that there is already in this country an 
organization called the National Reform asso- 
ciation, whose chief object is to change the 
constitution of the United States that it may 
contain the name of God and of Christ, and to 
place all Christian laws, institutions, and 
usages of our goyernment on an undeniable 
legal basis in the fundamental law of 
the land. This association, he said, has al- 
ready secured the influence of some of the 
leading religious men of the nation, who have 
formed an alliance with the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance union, as well as the Ameri- 
can Sabbath union, to secure a national Sun- 
day law. A bill embodying this demand was 
presented before the last congress by Senator 
Blair, of New Hampshire, which caused no 
little discussion in religious circles. Four days 
after the presentation of this Sunday rest bill, 
Mr. Blair presented a joint resolution in the 
United States senate proposing an amendment 
to the constitution of the United States re- 
quiring al! children between the ages of six 
and sixteen years to be taught the principles 
of the Christian religion in the public schools, 

Should such a bill actually become a law it 
would require the infidel as well as the 
Christian to educate his children in the tenets 
of the Christian religion. Further, it would 
require the Jew, who has no faith whatever in 
the author of the Christian religion, to educate 
his children in that which he deems rank 
heresy. In other words it would impose a tax 
upon the atheist, infidel, Jew, and al) others 
opposed to the Christian religion, for the pur 
pose of teaching dogmas in which they have 
no faith, or, in other words, to contribute 
money for the overthrow of their own religious 
convictions. This would be but to turn back- 
ward the car of progress in this country, and 
bring about a union of the civil and ecclesias- 
tical power. The speaker maintained that no 
government had the right to legislate upon a 
man’s religion, so long as it does not lead him 
to commit an uncivil act. He also contended 
that the prophecy alluded toembodied a warn- 
ing against this premeditated act of religious 
enthusiasts, aud that the present attitude of 
this government is in direct fulfiliment ef the 
prophecy to which he called attention, which, 
if persistedin, will surely bring hardship and 
trial upon those who conscientiously carry out 
their convictions of duty. This themeis un- 
der consideration at the present writing, and 
is presented in a way to make it very interest- 
ing to the minds of all the people. The mect- 
ings are to continue until next Tuesday morn- 
ing.

After 
the adjournment of court this aflernoon a meeting 
of the members of the bar was held. Judge John B. 
Estes was, on motion, elected chairman, and L. D. 
Pockett and H. H. Dean were appointed secretaries, 
Toe following resolution was then unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas, the Honorable Will J. Winn, judge 
of the superior courts of the Blue Ridge 
circuit, has presided during the present 
weék at oug superior court and, whereas, we deem 
it our duty as well as pleasure to testify our appre- 
ciation of his service.

Observing Mr. Wright standing in the door 
Ray took oceasicn to use some very insulting 
language and took particular pains to speak in 
loud enough tones to attract Mr. Wright’s at- 
tention. 

Ray remarked that cvery man who voted 
the prohibition ticket was a d—n thief, and 
that Seab Wright was a d—n thief, etc. 

Mr. Wright tried to take the first remark, 
but when a few minutes later, Ray applied the 
personal epithet, and said in a loud tone plain- 
ly intended for Mr. Wright, that ‘‘this fellow 
Seab Wright was a d—d thief,’’ the southern 
blood could resist no further and Seaborn 
Wright sprang at Ray like a lion, and gave 
him two ringing blowson his lips that brought 
the blood. Ray struck at Mr. Wright but 
missed him. Just then two other negroes, 
Hayes Thomas and Jim Hagan, ran up and 
told Ray to stand his ground and not move an 
inch from ‘‘the d—n white rascal.”’

dividual states. Outsiders, said Mr. War- 
ner, have no business with it. They should 
be impartial and patient. The matter 
should not be used for private ambition or 
party ends. - 

In conclusion, Mr. Warner said that he 
did not know what to say, what advice to 
give. He believed that the government had 
done wrong in inflicting universal suffrage 
upon the country, bnt he thonght that it 
might be made less dangerous with an edu- 
cational qualification as a safeguard. 

The speaker would have turned his back 
on the traditions of New England if he had 
ignored education and an educational 
qualification for our voters. Whenever 
there is any trouble anywhere—lawlessness, 
poverty, or even a superstitious craze—the 
average New Englander suggests education 
as the remedy. Naturally, he imagines 
that it will aid in the adjustment of the race 
problem. 

Northern men are full of this sort of 
talk because it has been dinned into their 
ears from infancy. They have heard so 
much of it that they believe it. They are 
so much under its influence that they fail to 
see what others see very plainly. They do 
not. see that education has not prevented the 
growth of communism in their own sec- 
tion, and that it has not checked such re- 
ligious insanity ai ‘ve find developed in the 
cultured converts io Buddhiem, the dupes of 
the western false Christ, and the believers 
in Christian science. They do not realize 
even. now that the anarchists are strongest 
in our states where we have compulsory ed- 
ucation, and that their leaders are educated 
men. P 

Edueation does not make men peaceable 
and law-abiding. It does not make them 
honest. It does not make them orthodox in 
religion. It does not make them believe in 
sound: political doctrines. At least it has 
not done so in Massachusetts, New York 
and Illinois, three states where education is 
compulsory. Why, then, should anybody 
take it for granted that it will solve the race 
problem? 

To do Mr. Warner justice, he does not 
have very strong faith in his remedy, He 
merely suggests it asan experiment. And 
he honestly admits that he can’t understand 
the race problem, and does not know what 
to say. We commend this scholarly New 
Englander’s speech, and especially his line 
of thought, to Judge Tourgee, Mr. Cable 
and other wild reformers who are confident 
of their ability to revolutionize human na- 
ture with a few free schools and a bundle of 
statutes.

Asa matter of fact, the line that divides 
laughter and tears is such an obscure one 
that neither literary critic nor physiologist 
has been able to define it clearly. The most 
melancholy natures are those in which the 
humorous propensity is most thoroughly 
developed, and the esteemed foreigners who 
mark our gravity and comment on it are not 
far wrong. It is a superficial view, how- 
ever, which regards this gravity as a serious 
national trait. It is a national trait, 
it is true, but it isaccompanied by another 
trait that is equally important—the faculty 
of producing humor and enjoying it. 

Truly, we are a great nation. We have 
our little peculiarities. We not only cry 
when we feel like it, but we langh as well— 
and native or foreign shams must go by on 
their tiptoes if they don’t want to get hit.

ATLANTA, Ga., Augustj1, 1889.—To the Edi- 
tor ofthe Journal: in your editorial of today enti- 
tled "Monopoly and Competition,’’ while disclaim - 
ing any desire to enter into a personal controversy 
with me, you misrepresent my position. 

My card sent you Jast Monday, which you printed 
Wednesday, was no apology, but afdtrect charge 
that you had misstated facts in your editoral of 
Saturday entitled “An Alliance with Mr. Gould,” 
and had proved inconsistent in attacking the 
Terminal company for controling a through line 
from Washington to the Mississippi river and there 
making an ailiance with the Gould system of roads, 
while you and the president of your paper were up- 
holding the Seaboard and Roanoke railroad com- 
pany of Virginiain the purchase of the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern railroad, on the ground that 
it created a through line. 

Your editorial of Saturday raised but two issues 
—one a question of fact: that this “through line”’ 
existed “before the Richmond Terminal was 
thought of; the other, a question of policy: that 
the Terminal company should be destroyed because 
itcontrolled this ‘‘throughline’’ and had madean 
alliance with Mr, Gould that tended to form a trans- 
continental line ‘‘transporting commerce from 
ocean to oeean.”’ 

You were forced to admit that yourstatement that 
this through line existed ‘-before the Richmond 
Terminal was thought of,’’ was untrne, and thatin 
fact it built the Georgia Pacific and created the 
“through line.”’ 

You have failed to show how the markets of the 
southwest can be opened to our merobants and 
manufacturers without an alliance with the south- 
western roads controlled by Mr, Gould, and now 
say that your attack is not directed against such an 
alliance. 

Thtts you have been forced to admit that your 
editorial of Saturday was incorrect, your statements 
of facets untrue and the policy you advocated un- 
wise. Youseek to break the force of your admis- 
sion by shifting your position. But you continue 
your attack upon the Terminal company, while you 
continue your defense of the Seaboard and Roanoke 
Railroad company of Virginia in its absorption of 
the Georgia, Carolina and Northern road.

I did not and do not intend to engage in any con- 
tinued controversy with you.

The-fertilizer laws of Georgia, now in force, 
require manufacturers of fertilizers to print upon 
every bag they sell in the state, the analysis or per- 
centage of valuablo clements which they guarantee 
the fertilizer to contain. 

This. guaranteed nnalysis indicates clearly the 
number of pounds of each element to be contained 
u every ton of the fertilizer. They are also required 
to pay a fee of fifty cents per ton to cover the ex- 
peuse of sampiing their fertilizers and having the 


samples analyzed by the state chemist to see if they 


conie up to their guaranty and the standard which 
the law requires, If the analysis of the state chem- 
ist shows that they do not come up to the standard 
they are condemned and not allowed to be sold in 
ang state, or if sold before they are analyzed, the 
sale is nulland yoid and entirely non-coilectable, 
the failure of considaration being clearly shown 
by the bevel of the chemist and amply provided 
for by the existing law. . if the manufacturer really 
furnisbes in his fertilizers the oe number of. nds 
red by rh ranty 
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eeatnet bad bad seed, frost, hail, bad stands, 
rust, blight. soreshin, floods ef rain, grass and 
weeds, drought, bad cultivation, lazy negroes, and 
other contingencies too numerous to mention. The 
law would bea premium to dishonesty, and a mis- 
chievous incentive to litigation to evade the pay- 
ment of just debts.

The fisst speech was mate 
to a i body of confederate friends at 
the time of the Chandler and_ Bilack- 
burn fight in the senate. I said that the Puritanical 
yunkee was the man to make agreat deal of noise 
and demonstration, but the very man who was not 
in the front to do the fighting when the fighting 
was needed. It seems that a great many people 
supposed I made a general application then, but! 
did not, 

The second troublesome speech was made on 
Memofial Day, spoke oc socialism and anarchism 
in the north, and said that while we southerners 
deprecated itsexisience we should congratitlate our~ 
selyes that these evils did not prevail in the soutb. 
The newspapers’ report of it represented mo as say- 
ing that I chuckled over socialism and anarcmsm in 
thenorth. I said no man could listen to the words 
socialism and anarchism withowt shuddering.

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An Issue Sharply Defined. 
From the New York Sun. 

It is sometimes argued that free trade is im- 
possible in this country, because the support of the 
government, tbe maintenance of the army aud 
navy, the payment of the public debt, and the pay- 
ment of pensions require annually a great sum o 
money, and this money, it bas been fancied, can 
only; be provided by duties on imports or by direct 
taxation levied upon the several states. 

This view of the question is mistaken. 

It is perfectiy easy to provide thejnecessary revye- 
nue by means of that system known as the internal 
revenue system, with which we have become 
familiar during the last twenty-five. years. It is, 
properly speaking, an excise system, and it can 
é¢asily be made to produce all the revenue that is 
necessary for the needs of the government econom- 
ically administered. 

Thus all duties upon foreign importations may at 
once te abolished, and the United States may be 
brought to the enjoyment of perfect free trade with 
all foreign nations whatever. The custom houses 
may be shut up aud every prodnet of every otber 
country may be admitted free of duty. 

It is for the people to determine which of these 
two systems they will have. If they wish for iree 
trade, they can repeal the tariff and rely upon the 
internal revenue; and, as we have said, it can easily 
supply all the needs of the government. If they do 
not wish for free trade, then they will be obliged 


either to abolish the internal revenue system and to - 


agree with Thomas Jefferson that it is an infernal 
system; or else they will have to reduce it so greatly 
that its abolition will be a question of comparative 
unimportance, 

Free trade is now within the reach of the Ameri- 
can people, if they desireit. Do they?

A 
lawyer of excellent reputation, he possesses in 
a high degreethose other qualities necessary 
in a just and upright judge.

“4 to the roof of Vittur’s and raised the skylight. 


He had provided himself with a rope, which 
he tied tothe window guards, and let himeelf 
down to the floor of Vittur’s store. He then 
went back and opened the rear door, so that he 
could get in and out at pleasure. 

To keep trom being betrayed by the rope, 
he reascended to the roof aud untied the rope, 


went back through the window of the other 


building and descended the stairs. 
He passed a man and woman on the stairs, 


but they did not notice him. 
At the foot of the stairs he encountered a 


policeman. 

He had the rope bound around his body and 
it was concealed in the waistband of his pants. 
As he stepped on to the pavement the police- 
man passed him, and ne knew the officer, who 
was Patrolinan Brooks. 

**Howdy do, cap,’ remarked the officer. 

‘Howdy do,’’ answered the robber in an 
unconcerned way, and passed on. Hereached 
an alley and threw the rope away, and then 
he went back through a vacant lot on Broad 
street, and entered Vittur’s place from the 
rear. He. gathered up as many of the knives 
and razors from the show case and shelves as 
he desired; and wrapping them in two hand- 
kerchiefs and tying them around bis waist, 
= oat and went down toward the rail- 
roa 

He met another policeman on his way, 
whom he described as abig fat man. The 
officer walked toward him, but he never rt halted 
and was not molested. 

He had spent an hour in Vittur’s iia and 
it was getting late. He had already arranged 
with some railroad man, whose name he 
refused to give, for passage to 
Chattanooga ; and he was soon 
rolling away toward the west. 

At Chattanooga he remained a day or two, 
sold seven knives aud twelve razors; and then 
he went to Oakdale, Kentucky, where he 
made a halt. 

His next point was Lexington where he 
sold fourteen razors and seven knives. He 
met Parker and Wrinckley at Oakedale, 
who said they had run away from Atlanta 
because the police were after them for crap 
shooting. 

That isthe story as Henry Clark tells it, 
and he insists that the others were in no way 
implicated. 

Yesterday the three men were carried before 
Judge Manning and placed under $500 bond 
each, which P arkery ind Wrinckley gave, but 
Ciark was unabie to > do 80. 

Special Detectives William Colbert and Mike 
Burke, who brought thse prisoners home, were 
taken charge of by Chief Connolly, who saw 
that they were well cared for during their stay 
in the city. 

Mr. Charles Viltur, who was the sufferer 
by the burglary, was profuse in _ his 
thanks to the officers in their work. 
and congratulated the Atlanta department for 
the promptitude with which the men were ar- 
rested and brought back. 

He doubts Clark’s statement in regard to the 
arrount- of goods stolen. There were .about 
sixiy razors and fifteen or twenty pocket knives 
found in the possession of the robbers, and 
these are all that cap be accounted for, except 
the nineteen kniyes aud twenty-one razors that 
Clark says he sold. 

Mr. Vittur says the goods recovered are not 
worth more than $150 at the outside, 
and he is confident that the goods stolen were 
worth mach more than that. 

The expenses of capturing the thieves will 
amount to a considerable sum, over $300, and 
there was a great deal of comment made 

yesterday on the smallness of the bond required. 

{r. Vittur went to work and had Clark’s bond 
increased to $1,000 yesterday afternoon, and 
made a pretty thorough investigation of the 
securities on the others. 

Clark was sent to jail yesterday evening.

The 
necessaries of life are fifty per cent cheaper and 
labor is one bundred per cent higher than it was. 
So 1t follows that a day’s laboris now from three to 
four times more beneficial to the = aud his 
family than it was filty years ago. I think the 
country is beginning to see the situation in this 
light, and the encouraging prospect is thus ac- 
counted for,’’ 
STATE ROAD LEASE. 

‘Well, to introduce politics. colonel, what do you 
think about the bil! to lease the state ‘road, and the 
question of betterments, now pending before the 
legislature?’ asked the correspondent. 

“IT have given the subject ut little thought, but 
trom what I gather from the newspapers it is my 
judgment tbhatit would be good policy on the part of 
the present legislature to effect a compromise with 
the lessees. Of course, the rights and interests of 
the state ought to be well protected by any com- 
ayer that might be enteredinto. It would also 

e to the interest of the lessees to compromise. If 
matters go on great complications are likely to arise. 
Many intricate legal questions will spring up. The 
present legislature is not respousibie for any mis- 
takes or errors committed in the original lease act. 
The original lease act ought to bave been more ex- 
— and definite, The people of Georgia are will- 

ng todo justice to the lessees, whether they be 
‘the Louisville and Nashyille company or her 
own citizens. Whether the lessees have made 
or lost money ts not the vestion. It is 
agreed on all hands thatthe roadis nowin much 
better condition. Among other things the ‘lease act 
stipulated that the road should be returned to the 
state in as good condition (not better) as it was when 
leased. Astowhat portion of the improvements 
put on the road by the among ol is movable or what 
immovable depends upon the law a to 
such cases, The question ought not to discussed 
nor decided from a political stand point, but on 
business principles founded on’ justice and equity. 
The peopie do not expect the legislature to take any 
advantage of the lessees nor will they be satistied if 
the legislatue permits the lessees to take 
ndyantage of the state. Nor do I_ think 
the people will be satisfied if the legislaeure 
permits the matter to become involved in long and 
tedious lawsuits. Sucha thing as involving the 
state ina squabb'e with both the present lessees 
and the future lessees might occur by stipulating to 
turn overthe road tothe new leesees in as gocd 
condition as it now is or in as good condition as it 
will be at the expiration of the present lease. Both 
of these stipulations are ind:finite or may become 
so. If the present ps joan will settle definitely 
the whole question of betterments with the present 
lessees the rsad can be leased toa much better ad- 
vantage. No one is fond of either leasing or buy- 
ing equabbles and suits.’’ 

“Tam uot sufficiently familiar with the character 
of the equipments put on the road by the lessees to 
venture an accurate estimate of the amount due for 
betterments. 

“The committee appointed by the last legisla- 
ture to examine intothe extent of improvements 
no doubt dischargedits duty faithfully and im- 
partially. Thestate road is a valuable piece of 

roperty, and will remain so, but the legislature in 

dealing with discretion ought not to forget that the 
state road. is already paralleled by the East Tenne- 
see and Georgia on the one side, by the Marietta 
and North Georgia on the other, and perhaps by the 
Augusta and Chattanooga. Friendly and inter- 
ested conversation for the state road both at Chat- 
tanooga and Atlanta is all important to the profit- 
able operation of the road.
